THE  REMARKABLE  STORY  OF  ARCH¬ 
DEACON  COLLEY. 

HU  Experiences  With  HU  Famous  Rela¬ 
tive,  Sir  George  Colley,  in  the 
First  Boer  War. 

Archdeacon  Colley,  rector  of  Stockton, 
Warwickshire,  England,  who  has  occas¬ 
ionally  attracted- public  attention  to  his 
views  and  statements  on  the  subject  of 
spiritualism,  which  he  unsuccessfully 
desired  to  expound  before  the  last 
Church  Congressy,  sends  to  the  London 
Daily  Mail  a  letter  on  “The  psychical 
events  that  preceded,  happened  on,  and 
followed’’  the  death  of  his  Excellency 
General  Sir  George  Colley,  at  Majuba, 
on  this  date,  February  27,  1881. 

These  circumstances,  the  Archdeacon 
writes,  are  of  the  most  weird  and  won¬ 
derful  sort.  At  the  time  of  the  tragedy 
be  himself  was  in  Natal  and  chaplain 
Ic  Sir  George  Colley,  who  was  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  Colony. 

In  conversation  with  Sir  George,  be¬ 
fore  he  started  to  meet  the  Boer  Invas¬ 
ion,  the  Arclftleacon  mentioned  some 
iears  he  had  reason  to  entertain  for  his 
surety.  Sir  George,-  however,  making 
bght  of  the  matter,  playfully  look  up  a 
Burmese  curio— a  praying  wheel— and 
puiposely  turned  it  the  wrong  way,  so 
that  In  Burmese  and  Cliinese  supersti¬ 
tion  the  prayer,  actuated  backwards, 
might  work  a  curse  Instead  of  suppli¬ 
cating  a  blessing. 

“Early  on  the  then  fatal  Sunday 
morning  of  February  27,  1881,  1,  at  the 
Deanery.  Pietermaritzburg,  awoke  with 
a  feeling  of  something  dreadful  ubout 
to  happen,  which  feeling  increased  as 
the  day  wore  on,  to  culminate  in  the 
sorrowful  confirmation  of  my  fears  later 
when,  leaving  the  cathedral  pulpit  ct 
the  close  of  evening  service  to  dismiss 
the  congregation  with  the  Benediction, 
a  hurried  message  cume  to  me  from 
Government  House  saying  Sir  George 
Colley  had  that  morning  been  killed  at 
'Majuba . 

“The  youth  shot  the  Governor  of  Na¬ 
tal  from  close  behind,  the  bullet  smash¬ 
ing  out  through  the  forehead,  causing 
Sir  George  Colley  to  leap  high  In  the 
oir  with  hands  outstretched  and  arms 
uplifted,  and  fall  the  mangled  corpse 
of  what  a  moment  before  was  a  cour¬ 
teous,  brave,  chivalrous  gentleman, 
truly  religious  and  righteous. 

SCOTCH  WOMAN'S  “SECOND  SIGHT." 

“At  what  was  probably  the  very  mo¬ 
ment  of  his  upleap  and  death  spusrn 
Sir  George  in  psychic  materialised,  in¬ 
stantaneous  form,  was  physically,  nr 
with  her  Scotch  gift  of  ‘second  sight,’ 
subjectively,  seen  by  a  domestic,  a  na¬ 
tive  of  Aberdeen,  whose  outcry  thrilled 
with  dismay  and  feur  the  household  run¬ 
ning  to  her  help,  foreboding  the  sud 
news  which  the  evening  of  that  same 
day  was  brought  down  from  the  front. 

“The  testimony,  however,  of  this 
Scotchwoman  of  Aberdeen  is  so  utterly 
impossible  of  putting  into  words  with¬ 
out  explanations  recondite  and  of  Yogi- 
philosophic  teaching,  that  I  must  sup¬ 
press  It.

1  came  across  one  the  other  day.  Ho

tight  as  it'Was  last  setson.  ^Why,”  t.e 
said,  “yoff^could  pick  up  five  or  six  hun¬ 
dred  pounds  of  u  and  walk  right  off  with 
»t  Nothing  to  it!” 

Then  he  went  on  to  tell  me  how  fast 
it  went  when  he  came  to  feed  it.  “Nev¬ 
er  suw  anything  like  it  in  my  life!”  he 
growled.  “A  cow  would  eat  a  whole 
backload  of  it  and  then  look  like  a  rail- 
end  a  slim  rail  at  that.” 

When  I  went  home  1  told  my  wife  it 
was  worse  than  a  dose  of  calomel  to  kit 
and  listen  to  that  man  mourn  and  “lake 
on”  all  the  evening  through.  Life  lor 
lum  seemed  to  be  one  long,  dreary  day, 
with  never  a  bit  of  sunshine  to  lighten 
it  up. 

Why  is  it,  do  you  suppose,  that  this 
is  the  way  with  so  many  who  are  really 
blessed  beyond  their  ability  to  reckon? 
It  is  wrong.  So  much  joy,  peace  and 
comfort,  and  so  many  things  to  moke 
us  happy;  and  still  we  are  determined 
to  see  the  shadowy  side  of  it  all! 

Don't  you  suppose  it  would  be  a  good 
plan  to  lake  off  the  green  and  smoky 
spectacles,  and  wipe  them  dry?

It,  and  let  him  kick  till  he  got  enough 
or  it. 

At  first,  no  doubt,  the  horse  thought 
that  pelt  was  the  worst  looking  thing  i»e 
had  ever  seen  in  all  the  days  of  his  life. 
He  peeled  his  eye  back  at  it  and  maile 
up  his  mind  that  the  old  evil  one  must 
surely  be  right  after  him.  And  he  kick¬ 
ed  and  he  kicked. 

But  the  more  he  kicked  the  faster  the 
thing  fell  back  on  his  heels.  All  night 
long  he  worked  at  it,  till  the  sweat  ran 
oown  his  legs  and  he  was  “all  of  a  trem¬ 
ble."  Then  he  stopped;  snd,  by  the 
grey  light  of  the  morning,  took  a  good 
square  look  at  the  miserable  thing  that 
hud  been  worrying  the  life  out  of  him.

If  the  calf  hu 
five  or  six  teals,  that  is  another  mark 
ol  a  good  cow  by  and  by. 

After  the  calf  is  twenty-four  hours 
old,  feed  it  two  quarts  of  milk  just  from 
the  cow.  At  Arst  give  it  your  Anger 
then  gradually  slip  the  finger  out.  Borne 
times  you  con  do  this  at  the  first  feed 
ing;  sometimes  you  can  t.  There  is  a 
difference  in  calves,  just  as  there  is  it 
folks.  Be  patient  about  it. 

Next  time  feed  the  culf  a  little  moir( 
warm  milk.  If  things  have  worked  all 
right,  the  calf  will  then  be  drinking  with 
out  the  finger.  But  keep  cool;  thing? 
ilc-  not  always  work  right.  You  know 
how  things  ought  to  be  done;  the  call 
doesn’t.  You  must  use  brains  for  the 
calf— nnd  for  yourself. 

,  Practise  this  for  three  weeks,  especi¬ 
ally  the  part  that  relates  to  patience.  Lfl 
tie  by  little  give  the  enlf  more  to  ea! 
til •  you  have  reuched  four  quarts  Iwict 
a  day. 

Then  take  out  some  of  the  new  milk 
nnd  add  sweet  skimmllk,  decreasing  ihe 
proportion  of  new  milk  each  day  for  n 
week.  By  that  time  the  calf  will  be  on 
skimmllk  diet.  It  will  then  begin  tc 
eat  u  bit  of  bright  hay  and  be  well  start 
erf  on  the  way  to  cowhood.

The  rever¬ 
ence  of  the  whites  for  the  black  obenh 
man  or  woman  in  the  West  Indies  is 
the  subject  of  countless  nuratlves,  espe¬ 
cially  In  the  French  islands.— London 
Spectator. 

Solid  Emfry  Wheels. 

In  the  production  of  solid  emery 
wheels  the  best  cement  that  can  he 
employed  is  one  that  binds  the  emery 
together  with  that  degree  of  strength 
Which  will  resist  the  centrifugal  strain 
due  to  the  high  speed  at  which  emery 
wheels  cut  best—about  6,000  feet  Speed 
fior  minute.  It  must  not  soften  by 
frictional  beat  or  glaze  or  burst  or  be¬ 
come  brittle  and  brenk  with  cold,  nor 
must  it  hold  the  cutting  grains  until 
they  are  too  dull  to  cut  nor  release 
them  so  readily  ns  to  waste  away  the 
wheel  too  fast.  It  must  be  capable  of 
being  thoroughly  mixed  evenly  with 
the  grain  emery,  so  that  the  wheel  may 
not  have  either  hard  or  soft  spots  and 
he  out  of  balance,  and  must  also  be 
capable  of  being  tempered  to  suit  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  metal  or  work.  Great 
care  and  skill  are  required  In  tho  mat¬ 
ter  of  selecting  only  pure  anil  strong 
chemicals  for  these  cements.— Casslcr's 
Magazine.

Thousands  of  men,  women  and  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  mountains  of  Spain  and 
Portugal  are  employed  in  cutting  cork. 
It  is  a  domestic  trade,  and  It  occupies 
whole  villages.  Agents  from  the  fac¬ 
tories  and  export  houses  of  Seville  and 
Lisbon  go  through  the  mountain  vil¬ 
lages  each  year  buying  up  the  corks  In 
enormous  quantities.  It  Is  not  unusual 
for  an  agent  to  purchase  6,000,000  on 
one  journey.  The  corks  as  purchased 
Iu  the  native  villages  are  of  all  sizes 
and  qualities.  They  arc  sorted  iu  the 
cities  and,  after  being  packed,  are 
shipped  by  the  ton.  Once  here  many 
of  them  are  recut  by  band  at  tho  rate 
of  twenty  gross  a  day.  8o  fastidious 
nro  some  bottlers  that  the  cork  Im¬ 
porters  have  to  keep  In  their  employ¬ 
ment  several  cork  cutters  to  rccut  such 
corks  as  do  not  suit  customers.

A  Wonderful  Faculty  of  the  Triton. 

The  triton,  a  spotted,  li/.ardliUc  rep¬ 
tile  found  iu  almost  every  state  iu  tho 
Union,  lias  u  most  wonderful  power  of 
reproducing  amputated  parts.  Bon¬ 
not,  tho  great  French  naturalist,  ex¬ 
perimented  on  the  little  creatures  by 
amputating  their  legs  and  tuils  and 
by  ao  doiug  found  that  their  powers 
of  reproduction  were  almost  unlimited. 
Iu  one  instance  an  amputated  leg  was 
reproduced  twelve  times  in  threo 
years,  and  in  another  un  eye  was 
gouged  out  and  reproduced  in  less 
than  twelve  months.  The  loss  of  a  tail 
does  not  appear  to  discommode  a  tri¬ 
ton  except  to  give  him  a- sort  of  un¬ 
balanced  gait.  Tails  clipped  from  the 
specimens  Bonnot  kept  to  experiment 
on  were  invariably  reproduced  in  from 
flvo  to  nine  weeks.

The  wise  man  leaves  many  perplex  In  g 
problems  to  thomselves.  There  are  dlf- 
!  acuities  not  worth  the  solving,  mere 
1  matters  of  Idle  speculation,  becoming 
diminutive  beside  real  duties.  There  are 
difllcultles  which,  when  laid  away,  like 
a  tangled  skein,  seem  to  unravel  them¬ 
selves.  Problems  of  history  and  of 
speculation  come  to  have  little  weight 
a s  compared  with  the  proving  of  the 
oaily  questions  of  present  duty.- 
The  great  thing  is  to  find  that  which 
is  good,  that  which  is  worth  holding 
fast;  and  that  Is  found  not  by  specula¬ 
tive  inquiry,  but  by  plain  doing  of  the 
lest,  we  know.  Don’t  worry  over  doc¬ 
trines.  Do  the  deeds  of  the  best  life.  If 
Ihere  are  things  you  cannot  believe,  for¬ 
get  them;  go  right  on  with  the  business 
of  building  the  life  on  tho  things  that 
nre  good,  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
life  that  ever  has  been  the  light  of  men. 
The  practice  of  his  precepts  lends  to  the 
possession  of  his  principles.  With  these 
at  base  life  comes  out  of  the  shifting  un¬ 
certainty  and  takes  on  form,  order,  and 
meaning,  and  finds  enduring  firmness.

THE  STORY  OF  NICKEL 


FROM  THE  ROAST  YARD  TO  THE 
FURNACE  OF  THE  SMELTER. 

Average  ol  a  Thousand  Tone  of  Ore  a 
Day  Are  Melted  Down  MS  Days 
in  the  Year. 

IV. 

In  the  last  letter  the  nickel  ore  was 
traced  from  the  Creighton  mint  to  tne 
roast  yards  at  Copper  Cliff.  The  only 
evidence  of  life  in  this  dismal  region  is 
furnished  by  a  string  or  large  gondola 
cars  alongside  of  which  *  great  steam- 
shovel  is  at  work.  At  first  sight  this 
looks  not  unlike  some  prehistoric  mon¬ 
ster  as  it  buries  its  nose  in  the  ore  bed, 
withdraws  it  again,  champs  Us  gigant  c 
laws  as  If  sampling  a  morsel,  grovels 
in  tho  ore  again,  emerges  with  a  mouth¬ 
ful  of  four  tons  or  so  of  ore,  which  it 
deposits  In  the  waiting  car.  The  ore  by 
this  time  is  burned  to  a  charred  cin¬ 
der. 

Lot  us  follow  n  tcain  of  ore  from  the 
roast  yards  and  see  what  becomes  of  it. 
The  last  car  is  filled.  The  brakeman 
gives  the  signal.  You  climb  up  beside 
the  engineer,  by  special  permission.  The 
oil  is  filled  with  sulphur  smoke.  it 
gets  Into  your  eyes,  your  nose,  your 
throat,  your  lungs.  The  engineer  no¬ 
tices  that  you  are  a  tenderfoot,  and  that 
the  conditions  are  new  to  you.  “if  you  fo  d 
your  handkerchief  over  your  mouth,  hold 
vour  nose  and  breathe  through  the  hand¬ 
kerchief,”  he  tells  you,  “you  will  be  ol- 
right.”  You  take  his  advice,  and  find 
that  he  knows  what  he  Is  talking  about. 
A  few  minutes  brings  you  out  of  the 
smoke  of  the  roast  yards  to  .the  side 
track  which  leads  to  the  smelter. 

The  smelter  stands  on  the  edge  of  a 
hillside,  about  fitly  feet  abovtf  the  low¬ 
land.  It  is  an 

IMMENSE  WHITE  BUILDING 

X00  feet  long,  and  perhaps  70  feet  high. 
At  a  distance  it  appears  to  be  built  if 
marble  or  whito  stone.  A  nearer  ap¬ 
proach  shows  thut  it  Is  constructed  tf 
wood  covered  with  asbestos  board.  As 
I  he  train  reaches  the  building  we  find 
ourselves  on  a  trestle  beneath  which 
yawn  huge  pockets  over  which  the  train 
comes  to  a  standstill.  The  engine  feels 
its  way  carefully  into  the  proper  place 
over  the  bins  which  are  marked  by  num- 
ters  over  the  wall.  The  brukemen  op¬ 
erate  levers  by  means  of  which  the  bot¬ 
tom  appears  to  drop  out  of  the  train, 
and  the  load  is  discharged  into  the  bins 
below,  it  takes  but  a  short  time  to  un¬ 
load  several  hundred  tons. 

Let'  us  go  down  to  the  stairway  lead¬ 
ing  from  the  top  of  the  building,  und 
see  what  next  becomes  of  the  oro.  From 
each  end  of  the  long  building  a  covered 
structure  curves  away  in  an  immense 
oval  suggesting  a  race-track.  This 
curved  shed  covers  two  lines  of  trolley 
track.  As  you  watch  a  train  of  ore 
cars  rattles  into  view,  the  motorman 
clanging  his  gong  incessantly  as  he  ap¬ 
proaches.  Behind  the  motor  trail  a 
dozen  hopper-shaped  cars  holding  three 
tc  four  tons  apiece.  The  cars  come  to 
a  stop  under  the  ore  bins,  men  operate 
levers  which  open  the  bottoms  of  the 
bins,  and  soon  the  cars  were  loaded 
with  the  ore  which  we  had  just  seen 
brought  in  from  the  roost  yards.  The 
little  train  moves  again,  stops  beneath 
a  coke  bin.  receives  a  load  from  there, 
and  off  again  to  pick  up  a  car  or  two  of 
while  quartz  rock.  Then  off  to  the  scale 
house,  where  each  car  is  weighed  in 
turn.  When  the  signal  is  given  from 
the  weigh -house  that  the  proper  weight 
of  ore,  rock  and  coke  have  been  adjust¬ 
ed.  the  bell  clangs  again  and  away  the 
train  rattles  around  the  curve  to  the 
furnace.

“Brick  alone 
would  malt  down.  Just  as  the  ore  -does; 
so  the  walls  of  these  furnaces  are  really 
nothing  but  water.  The  Iron  plates 
that  form  the  frames  of  tha  furnaces 
are  barely  half  an  Inch  In  thickness. 
Lett  to  themselves  thev  would  melt  In 
a  minute.  But  If  we  take  two  iron 
plates  and  place  them  three  or  four 
inches  apart,  fill  the  space  between 
with  water,  and  kee-  that  water  in  cir¬ 
culation,  then  we  can  keep  the  places 
from  melting,  and  so  build  a  furnace  in 
which  the  molten  metal  Is  confined  by 
water.  Thus  we  get  what  is  known  as 
the  water  Jacket  furnace.”  The  story  o* 
the  smelting  will  be  continued  in  the 
next  paper.

PAYMENT  OF  MEMBERS  AND  CHANGE 
OF  HOURS. 

An  Indemnity  in  Parliament  Was  Once 
Paid  by  the  Con¬ 
stituencies. 

Startling  innovations  are  impending 
at  Westminster,  where  the  overwhelm* 
ing  vdle  cast  by  the  House  of  Commons 
in  favor  of  the  payment  of  a  salary  to 
Jt*  members  has  been  followed  by  a  de¬ 
mand  for  the  removal  of  the  brass  grat¬ 
ing  which  shuts  off  the  occupants  of  the 
laides'  gallery  from  the  view  of  all  others 
in  the  Lower  House,  while  a  movement 
Is  now  In  progress  which  has  for  its  ob¬ 
ject  the  change  of  the  hours  of  the  ses¬ 
sion  from  the  evening  and  night  to  the 
morning  and  eurly  uftemoons..  Eng¬ 
land’s  Parliament,  the  parent  of  all  Leg¬ 
islatures  now  In  existence,  is  invested 
both  by  history  and  by  popular  senti¬ 
ment  with  as  many  associations  of  the 
hoary  past  es  the  venerable  Abbey  of 
Westminster  nearby,  writes  a  London 
correspondent. 

All  the  laws  both  written  and  unwrit¬ 
ten,  by  which  its  procedure  is  govern¬ 
ed,  are  relics  of  olden  limes,  dating  in 
some  cases  back  many  hundreds  of 
years.  There  always  has  been  reluc- 1 
tunce  on  the  part  not  only  of  Parliament  J 
itself,  but  also  of  the  people  at  large,  lo 
Introduce  any  innovations,  the  sugges¬ 
tions  of  which  were  recorded  in  much 
the  same  sacreliglous  light  a&  those  van¬ 
dal  modem  restorations  of  the  grandest 
masterpieces  of  art  and  architecture  of  j 
the  middle  ages.  The  new  democracy, 
however,  in  England,  as  In  other  coun-  \ 
tiles,  is  disposed  to  look  at  matters 
from  a  utilitarian  and  matter  of  fact 
point  of  view. 

FORMERLY  PAID  THEM. 

That  the  practice  of  paying  salaries  lo 
members  of  the  House  of  Commons  for¬ 
merly  existed  is  apparent  from  an  en* 

]  lr>  in  the  famous  diury  of  Samuel  Pepys , 
it*  which  he  states  “all  concluded  the 
I  bane  of  Parliament  hath  been  the  leav- 1 
I  ing  off  of  the  old  custom  of  the  places 
allowing  wages  to  those  that  served  ; 
them  in  Parliament,  by  which  they  chose 
men  that  understood  their  business  and 
would  attend  it,  and  they  could  expect 
,  an  account  from  which  now  they  can- 
i  not,  and  so  Parliament  has  become  a 
:  company  of  men  unable  to  give  account 
for  the  interests  of  the  place  they  serve 
|  for.” 

Moreover,  Lord  Campbell,  the  emin¬ 
ent  jurist  und  Lord  Chancellor,  In  his 
“Lives  of  the  Lord  Chancellors,”  has 
•  placed  it  on  record  that  according  to 
lows  which  stand  unrepealed  to  this  day  I 
members  nre  entitled  to  recover  wages 
from  their  constituents  for  their  aU 
tendance  in  Parliament.

Indeed,  i9  only  a  few  feet 
above  our  head,  are  freely  scattered 
about.  Hhere  passes  a  man  with  a  mop 
and  pail.  “That  chap.”  your  guide  tells 
you.  “does  nothing  all  day  but  clean 
windows.”  But  what  has  the  cleaning 
of  windows  to  do  with  the  metallurgy? 
you  are  tempted  to  ask.  You  ore  inform¬ 
ed  that  if  a  place  is  allowed  to  look  dirty 
men  are  likely  to  become  cartless  In 
their  attendance  on  IRe  furnaces,  and 
a  furnace  Is  as  critical  about  attendance 
a*  a  society  dome.  Here  are  two  men 
with  ladders  who  do  nothing  year  In 
and  year  out  but  paint  the  building  and 
attend  to  broken  glass.  These  things 
mnv  look  trivial  to  you,  but  you  will 
notice  that  Iho  floor  is  kept  us  clean  rs 
it  is  possible  to  keep  it.  And  you  will 
notice  too  that  the  men  seem  to  take  a 
certain  pride  in  keeping  up  Ihe  appear¬ 
ance  of  things,  all  of  which  means  good 
work,  nnd  good  work  pays. 

But  here  are  the  furnaces.  There  is 
little  to  be  spen  except  two  brick  slacks, 
about  18  feet  long  and  8  thick,  on 
either  side  of  which  iron  doors  hang 
clown  to  the  floor.  At  one  end  a  peep¬ 
hole  ndmils  n  view  of  the  interior.  A 
few  feel  down  from  the  floor  on  which 
we  ore  standing  we  see  a  dull  Mock 
mass,  from  which  lambent  flames,  blue, 
purple,  and  violet,  rise  and  flicker. 
There  is  little  to  indicate  the  tremendous 
activities  below.  The  ore  train,  which 
has  preceded  us,  stands  at  one  side  of 
the  furnace.  As  you  watch  a  man  turns 
n  valve.  Jhc  iron  door  at  the  side  of  tho 
furnace  rises  slowly,  revealing  the 
cavernous  maw  of  the  pit.  The  men 
spring  to  one  side  of  the  ore  train,  and 
tilt  over  a  car,  out  of  which  the 

COKE  POURS  IN  A  STREAM, 

which,  as  the  car  moves  along,  is 
spread  from  end  to  end  of  the  furnace. 
A  cor  of  quartz,  spread  along  in  the 
same  way,  follows  the  coke. 

“What  is  the  mooning  of  this?”  you 
ask. 

Your  guide  proceeds  to  enlighten 
you.  “You  see.  this  ore  lias  plenty  of 
iron,  but  very  little  rock  in  it.  If  we 
were  to  malt  it  without  the  quartz  we 
would  get  what  we  coll  a  'bad  slag.’ 
That  is  to  say,  the  rock  which  is  in  the 
ore  would  melt  and  form  a  thick,  pasty 
metal,  which  would  hold  up  and  retain 
a  large  percentage  of  the  nickel  and 
copper  which  we  are  trying  to  get  out. 
In  order  to  make  this  slag  thin  nnd 
fluid  so  that  it  will  not  hold  up  the 
metals,  wo  have  to  add  the  barren 
quartz  whieh  comes  from  tho  quarry  at 
Naughton,  nine  miles  nwny.” 

After  the  quartz  has  been  put  in  the 
brukemen  dump  in  the  ore— four  cars 
of  ore,  each  carrying  3.000  pounds,  of 
12.000  in  all,  at  each  charge.  Each  fur¬ 
nace  takes  about  400  tons  of  ore  a  day. 
Wiih  this  ore  goes  into  the  furnace 
again  a  lot  of  rich  metal  which  has  al¬ 
ready  gone  through  once.  So  that  the 
total  daily  charge  for  both  furnaces  is 
about  1.000  tons.  To  melt  down  this 
immense  mass  the  furnaces  require 
about  120  tons  of  coke  a  day,  worth 
about  8700  dollars.  When  you  realize 
what  8700  a.  day  for  coke  alone  means 
you  will  begin  to  form  some  idea  of  the 
extent  of  tho  operations. 

Let  us  now  go  down  to  the  lower 
floor  and  see  wtmt  becomes  of  ail  this 
mass  that  has  been  poured  into  the  fur¬ 
nace.  As  we  go  down  we  see  the  fur¬ 
nace  platform,  a  solid  brick  and  stone 
construction 

ABOUT  TEN  FEET  HIGH. 

On  this  stand  the  two  furnaces.  A 
third  is  approaching  completion,  and  no 
doubt  is  completed  as  this  article  ap¬ 
pears.  Curiously  enough  there  is  no 
sign  of  heat,  except  where  at  one  end 
of  each  furnace  a  stream  of  molten 
metal  about  the  sizo  of  a  man’s  arm 
pours  forth  in  a  dense  orange  cascade 
into  a  brick-lined  Iron  tank  about  six¬ 
teen  feet  in  diameter.  Icicles  hang  in 
stalactites  from  the  corners  of  the  fur¬ 
naces  which  are  exposed  to  the  chill 
winds  that  sween  in  through  the  open 
ends  of  the  building. 

“What  is  all  that  water  (doing  here?" 
you  ask.

It  wus  only  naturul  that  a  house  thus 
composed,  and  receiving  no  remunera¬ 
tion  for  its  services,  should  suit  its  own  I 
convenience  rather  than  public  interest 
in  the  selection  of  the  hours  for  the  sit¬ 
tings.  and  thus  it  came  that  after  spend¬ 
ing  the  small  hours  of  the  morning  In 
gambling  nnd  carousing,  the  members 
were  naturally  disinclined  to  rise  ire  the 
afternoon,  nnd  parliament,  In  lieu  cf 
meeting  in  the  morning,  found  it  Impos¬ 
sible  to  assemble  for  business  ere  4  cr  i 
f*  tn  the  afternoon.  Another  drawback' 
of  the  mode  of  life  led  by  the  British  leg- : 
islators  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteen- 1 
th  centuries  was  that,  frequently  em-j 
Lorrassed  by  reason  of  their  losses,  ntj 
cards,  and  no  longer  In  receipt  of  the 
stipend  which,  according  to  the  law  of ! 
the  land,  should  have  been  paid  to  them 
by  their  consfituencies.  they  became  an 
easy  prey,  to  the  temptations  of  bribery, 
which  attained  absolutely  fnnlastic  pro¬ 
portions. 

WEALTHY  MEMBERS. 

So  outrageous  had  Ihe  condition  of  af¬ 
fairs  in  that  respect  become  that  the 
House  at  length  wns  compelled  in  def¬ 
erence  to  popular  clamor  to  enact  dras¬ 
tic  reforms  in  the  matter  of  corrupt  prac¬ 
tices,  and  the  legislation  which  render¬ 
ed  a  sent  In  tho  House  of  Commons  Im¬ 
measurably  less  profitable  than  when 
the  Walpoles,  for  instance,  were  at  the 
heud  of  the  government,  brought  into 
Parliament  a  new  class  of  legislation, 
namely,  those  with  professional  callings 
»»nd  rich  merchants  and  manufacturers. 
To  these  men.  who  had  their  own  busi¬ 
ness  to  attend  to  during  the  day  time, 
the  evening  sessions  of  parliament  were 
the  most  convenient,  being,  Indeed,  the 
only  time  that  they  could  spare  to  de- 
^te  to  the  affairs  of  the  nation  without 
poy. 

Parnell  in  n  wav  revived  the  pav  sys¬ 
tem  by  granting  the  Irish  members  a 
salary  from  the  Home  Rule  fund.  Labor 
members  also  now  reccivo  allowances 
from  their  unions. 

WANT  TREASURY  TO  PAY. 

What  Parliament  voted  the  other  day 
by  a  majority  of  238  was  that  salaries 
should  be  paid  to  its  members  not  by 
Ihe  constituencies,  but  by  the  national 
treasury,  and  before  this  vote  can  be¬ 
come  law  the  question  of  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  the  constituencies  in  ihe  matter 
will  have  to  be  determined  by  the  legal 
advisers  of  the  crown.  The  members 
would,  of  course,  vastly  prefer  to  place 
Ihe  obligations  upon  the  exchequer  to 
imposing  them  upon  their  constituen¬ 
cies.  For  not  only  would  any  demand 
upon  the  purses  of  the  electors  render 
them  unpopular  with  the  latter,  but  the 
constituencies  could  not,  if  the  old  time 
laws  were  invoked,  be  compelled  to  pay 
more  thon  the  medieval  rate  of  5  shil¬ 
lings  a  day.  which  would,  of  course,  be 
entirely  inadequate.

Additional  diversion 
would  lie  an  experiment  even  more 
dangerous  thun  that  now  being  tried, 
ond,  in  our  opinion,  should  not  be  per¬ 
mitted. 

STATE  GETS  NOTHING. 

“In  return  for  the  inpairment  of  the 
Falls  thus  far  authorized,  the  state  ,^/of 
New  York  will  receive  practically  no¬ 
thing  for  the  342,000  horse-power  author¬ 
ized  on  thut  side,  and  the  Queen  Vic¬ 
toria  Niagara  Falls  Park  will  receive  an 
annual  rental  of  $270,000,  or  an  average 
of  05  cents  per  horse-power  for  the  418,- 
00C  horse-power  authorized  on  the  Cana¬ 
dian  side.  These  figures  do  not  include 
the  8,000  horse-power  being  developed 
by  the  electrical  railway,  nor  the  pow¬ 
er  developed  by  the  Hamilton  property 
with  the  w’ater  from  the  Welland  Canai. 

MANY  MILLIONS  INVESTED. 

“Charters  have  been  granted  to  cor¬ 
porations  which  propose  to  divert  ad¬ 
ditional  amounts  in  quantities  not  now 
limited.  The  sums  of  money  invested, 
oi  being  invested,  in  the  works  now  in 
operation,  or  under  construction,  and  in 
the  industries  dependent  upon  them, 
uinount  to  many  millions  of  dollars.  It 
\i  probably  not  expedient  to  attempt  the 
withdrawal  of  the  rights  thus  utilized. 
The  commercial  value  of  the  water-pow¬ 
er  at  Niagara  Falls  Is  very  great,  but  if 
compared  with  values  set  aside  by  weal¬ 
thy  communities  elsewhere  for  park 
purposes,  this  value  is  not  too  great  to 
Ic  devoted  to  similar  purposes.  The 
r.lace  Is  visited  annually  by  about  800,- 
GOO  people. 

MUST  MAKE  TREATY. 

“If  the  falls  are  to  be  preserved,  it 
must  be  by  mutual  agreement  between 
the  two  countries.  As  a  step  In  that  di¬ 
rection  we  recommend  that  legislation 
be  enacted  which  shall  contain  the  fol¬ 
lowing  provisions,  viz. 

‘The  Secretary  of  War  to  be  author¬ 
ized  to  grant  permits  for  the  diversion 
of  23,500  cubic  feet  per  second,  and  no 
more,  from  the  waters  naturally  tribu¬ 
tary  to  Niagara  Falls,  distributed  us  fol¬ 
lows: — Niagara  Falls  Hydraulic  Power 
nnd  Manufacturing  Company,  9.500;  Ni¬ 
agara  Falls  Power  Co.,  0,800;  Erie  canal 
or  its  tenants,  In  addition  to  lock  ser¬ 
vice,  400;  Chicago  drolnage  canal,  10.- 
000.  All  other  diversions  of  water  which 
is  naturally  tributary  to  Niagara  Falls 
to  be  prohibited,  except  such  as  may  be 
required  for  domestic  use  or  for  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  locks  In  navigation  canals.  Suit- 
oble  penalties  for  violation  of  the  law  to 
be  prescribed. 

TO  BE  PERMANENT  LAW. 

“The  foregoing  prohibition  to  remain 
in  force  two  years,  and  then  to  become 
the  permanent  law  of  the  land,  if  in  the 
meantime  the  Canadian  Government 
shall  have  enacted  legislation  prohibit¬ 
ing  the  diversion  of  water  which  is  na¬ 
turally  tributary  to  Niagara  Falls,  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  3U.000  cubic  feet  per  second,  not 
including  the  amounts  required  for  do¬ 
mestic  use  or  for  the  service  of  locks  in 
navigation  canals. 

“It  is  assumed,  however,  that  an  un¬ 
derstanding  upon  this  subject  would  be 
reached  by  treaty. 

‘The  object  of  such  legislation  would 
be  to  put  a  stop  to  the  further  deple¬ 
tion  of  the  Falls,  and  at  the  same  time 
inflict  the  least  possible  Injury  upon  the 
important  interests  now  dependent  upon 
this  water  power.  The  amount  to  be 
diverted  on  the  Canadian  side,  36.000 
feet,  has  been  fixed  with  a  view  to  al¬ 
lowing  to  the  companies  on  that  side 
the  amount  for  which  they  now  have 
works  under  construction. 

“Such  legislation  would  give  to  Canada 
the  advantage  of  diverting  7,500  cubic 
feet  per  second  more  than  is  diverted  in 
the  United  States.  The  advantage  *s 
more  apparent  than  real,  since  the  pow- 
c»*  venerated  on  the  Canadian  side  will 


siave-traaing  suppressed,  pugan  sacri¬ 
fices  stopped,  and  other  nbominullons 
wiped  out.

PLOT  TO  EXTERMINATE  WHITES. 

In  1897  the  British  Company  was 
faced  by  the  greut  crisis  in  its  career. 
For  years  the  Foulah  (ur  slave-trading) 
power  had  been  growing.  The  native 
chiefs  were  bunded  together,  and  plan¬ 
ned  the  expulsion  or  extermination  of 
every  while  man  in  the  country.  But 
the  British  had  been  steadily  preparing 
their  forces,  and  took  the  Held  with  five 
or  six  hundred  well-drilled  soldiers,  led 
by  thirty  British  officers,  against  twenty 
u:  thirty  thousand  natives,  among  whom 
was  a  large  proportion  of  cavalry.  Sir 
George  Goldie  conducted  the  campaign 
himself,  and  so  well  were  his  plans  laid, 
and  so  ropjd  his  movements,  that  North¬ 
ern  and  Southern  Nupe  and  Illorin,  the 
centres  of  the  rebellion  were  quickly  sub¬ 
dued  without  very  serious  fighting.  Fou¬ 
lah  power  wus  broken  forever. 

Then  trouble  with  the  French  on  Ihe 
frontier  supervened,  nnd  for  some  time 
threatened  the  maintenance  of  peace  be¬ 
tween  France  and  Great  Brituin.  Matters 
were,  however,  smoothed  over,  and  the 
chief  result  of  the  trouble  was  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  the  West  African  Fron¬ 
tier  Force,  with  headquarters  at  Jebbn 
and  strong  garrisons  at  the  various 
points  on  the  frontier  evacuated  by  the 
French.  It  was  raised  and  organized  by 
Sir  Frederick  I.ugard,  and  consists  of 
about  3,000  Houses  nnd  Yorubus,  and 
over  two  hundred  white  officers  and  non- 
con  imissioned  officers.  This  is  the  force 
which  has  hod  to  bear  the  brunt  cf 
fighting  since  1898. 

Early  in  1900  an  expedition  hnd  to  Le 
sent  against  the  Munshi  tribe,  a  trucu¬ 
lent  sot  of  cannibals  on  the  Renue  River 
which  had  at  lacked  an  Isolated  Rritish 
fi.rco.  They  were  for  the  time  subdued, 
but  last  month  were  reported  to  huvo 
broken  out  again.  In  1901  on  expedi¬ 
tion  was  sent  to  Kontngorn  nnd  Bldo  'or 
the  purpose  of  suppressing  trouble 
caused  bv  nnllve  pagan  practices,  nnd 
in  September  of  the  smne  year  the  Emir 
of  Adamawa  turned  obstreperous,  and 
bad  to  be  persuaded  Into  obedience  by 
a  small  force  of  troops. 

MANY  EXPEDITIONS. 

The  Province  of  Bornu  was  brought 
under  control  in  1902  by  means  of  a 
rnilitnrv  expedition,  and  tn  the  follow¬ 
ing  yeur  Col  Morland  proceeded  against 
the  Emir  of  Kano,  ond  took  the  Town 
of  Kano,  together  with  Sokoto  and  Kat- 
sena.  The  Sultan  of  Sokolo  fled,  but 
was  pursued  bv  Cnpt.  Sword,  nnd  fin¬ 
ally  killed  after  some  severe  fighting. 

In  1904  another  expedition  was  ren¬ 
dered  necessarv  agolnst  the  Okolo  tribe, 
who  hnd  murdered  Capi.  O’Riordnn  and 
Mr.  Am  vat  t  Burney,  nnd.  except  for  the 
reported  rising  of  the  Munships,  there 
has  since  been  peace  and  order  In  the 
country. 

At.  the  end  or  1904  Sir  Frederick  Lu- 
gnrd.  the  High  Commissioner,  made  a 
tour  of  the  country,  covering  a  distance 
cd  over  2.000  miles  by  land  and  1.G00 
miles  bv  wnter.  nnd  was  able  to  report 
in  the  most  satisfactory  terms  on  the 
condition  of  affairs.  He  recorded  the 
submission  of  the  Inst  recalcitrant  tribes 
and  the  final  disappearance  of  the  hor¬ 
rible  rites  nnd  sacrifices  which  had  once 
been  so  prevalent  In  the  country.  Trade 
was  Increasing,  civilization  spreading, 
nnd  new  Industries  springing  up. 

His  report  provided  convincing  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  odvontage  of  British  rule 
nnd  the  efficient  way  In  which  the  dark 
places  of  “Darkest  Africa”  have  been 
and  are  being  oocncd  to  the  light  by 
the  work  of  British  pioneers.

HOME  REMEDIES  FOR  BURNS. 

Burns  are  such  frequent  and  painful 
accidents,  says  a  writer  in  n  recent 
household  magazine,  that  simple  home 
remedies  which  are  immediately  avail¬ 
able  are  among  the  things  which  eve:,? 
housekeeper  should  know. 

Scrope  or  grate  a  raw  pototo  quickly 
and  bind  the  pulp  into  a  poultice  on  the 
bum.  Or  make  a  paste  of  cooking  soda 
und  wuter,  and  bind  this  on  the  burn. 
Both  these  remedies  ore  cooling  und 
will  draw  out  the  fire.  If  care  is  tuken 
the  blister  will  not  break.  The  water  in 
the  blister  helps  to  form  a  new  skin 
and  should  be  kept  as  long  as  possible. 

It  Is  a  splendid  plan  to  keep  a  bottle 
of  linseed  oil  and  lime  water  on  a  shell 
where  it  can  be  quickly  procured  in  case 
of  a  burn.  This  is  a  well-known  rem¬ 
edy.  though  not  as  cooling  as  the  first 
mentioned 


HEALTH  RULES  IN  BRIEF. 

Breathing  through  the  nose  is  an  ex¬ 
cellent  preventive  against  colds. 

Earache  may  be  caused  by  a  bad 
tooth,  the  pain  being  transmitted,  or  by 
n  foreign  body  in  the  ear,  or  by  rheuma¬ 
tism.  Warm  fomentations  of  poppy 
heads  or  poultices  will  afford  relief. 

Deafness  is  often  caused  by  collection 
of  hard  wnx  in  the  ear.  Remove  the 
cause  by  dropping  into  the  enr  a  few 
drops  of  glycerine  at  night-time,  and 
syringe  In  the  morning  with  warm 
water. 

Blackheads.— Those  who  suffer  from 
blackheads  should  slenm  the  face  occa¬ 
sionally  nnd  rub  in  some  simple  oint¬ 
ment.  Face  massage  and  strict  atten¬ 
tion  to  cleanliness  will  effect  wonders 
In  bad  cases. 

Neuralgia,  or  hrnw  ague,  should  be 
treated  with  a  mixture  of  quinine  when 
due  to  malarial  origin.  Defective  sight 
is  a  fertile  source  of  the  trouble,  and  the 
only  treatment  Is  the  weuring  of  pro¬ 
perly-made  spectacles. 

For  Croup.— One  tenspoonful  of  pul¬ 
verized  alum,  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
honey,  one-fourth  teaspoonful  of  borax, 
and  one  teaspoonful  of  camphor.  Give 
half  a  teaspoonful  every  fifteen  or 
twenty  minutes.  Put  the  patient  in  a 
hot  bath. 

Chilblains  may  be  prevented  by  avoid¬ 
ing  extremes  of  heat  and  cold.  Don’t 
toa6t  your  feet  over  a  hot  fire  and  then 
go  out  for  a  walk  on  cold  pavements. 
Wear  woollen  socks  and  stout  boots. 
To  r.Ueviate  pain  rub  the  feet  with  cas- 
tor-oil. 

Before  Breakfast.— Always  put  on  your 
bools  before  breakfast— If  you  have  to 
go  out  Immediately  ufter  it.  Bending 
down  to  lnce  or  draw  on  boots  niter  a 
good  meal  may  produce  faintness  or 
syncope,  caused  by  pressure  of  full  sto¬ 
mach  on  the  heorf. 

Eat  fruit  for  breakfast.  Eat  fruit  for 
luncheon.  Avoid  pastry.  Shun  muffins 
and  crumpets,  and  buttered  toast.  Eat 
whole-meal  bread.  Refuse  rice  pud¬ 
ding.  Decline  potatoes  If  they  are  served 
more  than  once  a  day.  Wash  the  face 
every  night  in  wurm  water.  Slcop  eight 
hours  a  night.

It  has  104  branches,  covering  the  entire 
northern  part  of  the  continent  frpm 
Cape  Breton  on  the  Atlantic  to  Van¬ 
couver  on  the  Pacific,  and  from  San 
Francisco  to  Dawson.  It  has  a  capital 
of  $10,000,000  and  a  surplus  of  $3,000,- 
000.  It  keeps  right  in  front  of  the  new 
development  in  the  British  northwest 
and  it  has  branches  established  at  al¬ 
most  every  settlement.  Mr.  Rowley  is 
one  of  its  leading  bankers  in  the  West 
und  he  knows  all  about  the  financial  sit¬ 
uation.  He  said: 

“Our  banks  are  making  money  in  this 
part  of  the  world.  There  are  eight  of 
the  chartered  institutions  represented  in 
Calgary,  and  that  notwithstanding  the 
population  is  only  12,000.  We  have, 
however,  a  great  wholesale  business 
here  and  we  control  the  trade  of  the 
country  about.” 

*‘W'hat  are  your  Interest  rates?”  ^ 
“They  are  about  the  same  as  those  in 
western  parts  of  the  United  States.  We 
are  now  getting  7  and  8  per  cent.” 

There  are  many  loan  associations 
here.  A  great  deal  of  real  estate  selling 
and  loaning  is  done,  and  some  of  the 
big  land  companies  are  making  large 
profits.  The  secretary  of  such  a  com¬ 
pany  here,  one  oi  the  biggest  in  Cana- 
edn,  which  is  handling  some  millions 
of  its  own  und  railroad  lands,  tells  ine 
he  has  made  870  for  every  one  he  has 
put  in  the  company.  Another  company 
started  with  a  grunt  which  cost  them  a 
dollar  or  so  an  acre  on  installments. 
They  paid  the  first  installment  and  the 
sules  from  the  lands  then  began  to  come 
in  These  were  used  for  the  future  pay¬ 
ments,  so  that  only  82,500  was  actually 
invested  by  the  original  incorporators. 
One  of  the  men  who  went  into  that  deal 
i>  said  to  have  made  8700,000  and  an¬ 
other  to  have  netted  almost  81,000,000. 

Nearly  all  the  chartered  banks  have 
savings  departments,  and  there  are  in 
addition  postolllce  savings  banks,  which 
ore  to  be  found  at  every  country  cross 
roads,  as  well  as  in  the  towns  and  cit¬ 
ies.  The  private  savings  banks  have 
something  like  820,000,000  in  deposits, 
end  the  postofiice  savings  banks  have 
8 -{4, 000,000  and  200,000  depositors.  ,n 
ttic  postofiice  banks  3  per  cent,  interest 
paid,  but  no  one  may  deposit  more 
than  81,000  in  one  year  or  have  more 
than  $3,000  standing  to  his  credit  at  one 
time. 


WTmt  an  American  Has  to  Say  About 
the  Banking  System  ol  This  t 
Country. 

The  chartered  banks  have  thrown  their 
net  over  the  British  Northwest  and  are 
establishing  branches  at  its  every  mu¬ 
nicipal  knot.  There  are  more  than  a 
score  of  them  doing  business  in  Winni¬ 
peg,  half  as  many  are  to  be  found  at 
Eumonton  and  Calgary,  and  they  have 
their  agencies  in  nearly  every  new  town 
oi  the  wheat  belt.  One  of  the  first 
buildings  I  saw  in  the  wilds  of  the  Co¬ 
balt  iniping  regions  was  a  pine  shack, 
with  the  words  “Imperial  Bank”  painted 
upon  its  walls,  and  near  by  the  Can¬ 
adian  Bank  of  Commerce  w'as  doing 
business  in  a  tent,  writes  Frank  G. 
Carpenter  from  Winnipeg  to  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Record-Herald. 

The  Bank  of  Montreal  has  just  put  up 
a  new  building  at  Edmonton,  and  alto¬ 
gether  there  are  hundreds  of  substantial 
tanking  institutions  in  this  new'  part  of 
the  w'orld.  As  far  as  1  can  learn  they 
are  all  making  money.  Six  of  the  large 
l  anks,  whose  branches  are  spread  most 
widely  over  this  territory,  earned  more 
than  14>£  per  cent  on  their  paid-up  cap¬ 
ital  in  1903,  and  upor.  their  capital  and 
surplus  combined  almost  9ya  per  cent. 
This  covered  the  whole  of  Canada,  and 
a  great  part  of  the  profits  came  from  ihe 
West. 

Du  l  ing  my  travels  here  I  have  met  Ihe 
leading  financiers,  and  have  learned 
somelhing  about  the  banking  system,  it* 
is  different  from  ours.  Canada’s  finan¬ 
cial  matters  are  managed  by  big  insti¬ 
tutions  with  lag  capital,  which  have 
brandies  scattered  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try.  There  are  no  small  banks  with 
$50,000,  8100,000  or  8200,000  capital.  It 
is  nut  possible  lo  start  a  bank  of  that 
kind.  The  money  business  of  the  whole 
country  is  done  by  churtered  banks, 
which  have  altogether  a  paid-up  capital 
of  more  than  8S0,00o.0(J0  and  a  surplus 
c»f  more  than  854,000,0u0. 

NETWORK  OF  BRANCH  BANKS. 

There  are  now  thirty-five  main  bunks

NOT  LIKE  AMERICAN  SYSTEM. 

During  my  stay  in  Montreal  I  met  the 
manager  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  E. 
IJ.  Clouston,  and  had  a  chat  with  him 
about  Curiudian  bunking  methods.  Xhe 
Bank  of  Montreal  is  one  of  the  chief  fin¬ 
ancial  institutions  of  the  world.  II 
was  founded  by  Montreal  merchanis  in 
181/.  when  James  Monroe  was  beginning 
his  first  term  ns  President  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States,  and  its  original  capilal  was 
$53.*i.hOG.  It  puid  a  dividend  of  8  per 
cent  the  first  year,  and  has  paid  divi¬ 
dends  ever*  since.  Its  capital  hns  been 
increased  to  $14,400,000.  and  if  has  now 
a  surplus  twenty  times  as  large  ns  the 
amount  originally  invested.  Its  presi¬ 
dent  is  I. ord  SJ  rat  henna.  the  richest  man 
In  Canada  ami  the  representative  of  the 
Dominion  in  Lnnndnn. 

The  Bank  of  Montreal  looks  more  like 
one  of  our  government  departments  than 
any  financial  institution  of  Wall  street. 
It  hns  Cor'nthinn  pillars  at  the  front, 
land  its  roof,  n  hundred  feet  above  the 
floor,  is  unhcld  by  columns  of  black 
granite  from  Vermont,  on  eh  ns  big 
around  as  a  flour  barrel  nnd  ns 
bright  ns  nolished  >et.

“Mow  about  your  interest  rates?”  I 
asked.  “Dues  riot  your  system  of  char¬ 
tered  banks  tend  to  equalize  them 
throughout  the  Dominion?” 

“INhink  so."  stated  Mr.  Clouston.  “The 
rate  is  now  about  5%  or  0  per  cent,  al¬ 
most  everywhere,  with  an  increase  where 
the  risk  of  loss  is  greuter.  We  get  high¬ 
er  rates  in  the  far  West  and  in  the  min¬ 
ing  regions.” 

“But  is  not  your  banking  system  a 
monopoly  or  trust?  Does  it  not  tend  to 
crowd  out  the  small  fry?”  ' 

“It  prevents  the  establishment  of  small 
banking  institutions,  but  that  is  for  Hie 
good  of  the  public.  It  is  not  a  trust,  al¬ 
though  the  chartered  banks  might  be 
railed  combinations  of  capital,  which  to 
o  certain  extent  work  together.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  they  render  our  financial  con¬ 
dition  safer,  and  that  they  are  for  the 
general  good  of  the  country.” 

“What  is  the  condition  of  Canada  to¬ 
day?” 

“It  Is  prosperous,  and  it  has  been  so 
for  some  years.” 

“Will  this  condition  continue?” 

“I  see  no  reason  why  it  should  not. 
Canada  is  at  the  beginning  of  its  growth, 
and  it  is  developing  rapidly.  Immigrants 
ere  settling  our  great  West,  fnetorles  arc 
being  established  by  caudal  from  the 
United  States,  nnd  nil  sorts  of  sound  en¬ 
terprises  are  being  undertaken.  I  see 
no  reason  why  our  country  should  not 
ftl:  right  ahead  and  steadily  Increase  in 
population  and  wenlth.  I  believe  that 
we  nre  doing  better  here  on  the  whole 
than  yod  are  in  the  United  States.  We 
have  one  of  the  best  railways  in  the 
enuntrv.  nnd  we  are  building  two  others, 
which  will  be  equally  great.  When  the 
Canadian  Pncifle  was  started  the  people 
laughed  at  the  idea  that  it  would  be  a 
financial  success.

WHAT  AN  EARTHQUAKE  DID.

TRESPASS  ON  LINE. 

“The  law  upon  this  branch  of  our  sub¬ 
ject  has  been  thus  staled  in  a  text  book 
recently  published  in  England:  ‘Carriage 
by  Railway,’  by  H.  Diseny,  barrisler-i’l- 
luw.  ‘If  a  person  Is  wrongfully  on  t(u: 
premises  of  a  railway  company  there  is 
no  duty  upon  the  company  to  warn  him 
of  even  concealed  dangers.  He  conies 
entirely  at  his  own  risk,  and,  though 
nothing  may  be  done  with  the  intent!  m 
of  Injuring  even  a  criminal  (as  by  selli.ig 
a  man-trap  to  catch  a  thief),  the  ••orn- 
pany  Is  under  no  obligation  for  negli¬ 
gence  to  a  trespasser.’  Thus  if  a  per¬ 
son  were  In  a  train  with  the  fraudulent 
intention  of  traveling  without  paying,  the 
eompnnv  w-ould  proLably  not  be  respon¬ 
sible  if  that  person  were  injured  by  neg¬ 
ligence.  Again,  a  person  trespassing  on 
the  line  could  not  make  the  compmy 
answerable  for  injuries  received  wlnla 
so  trespassing.”

In  some  reminiscences  of  Sir  Fred¬ 
erick  St.  John,  a  diplomatist  who  served 
his  country  well,  we  have  the  facts 
which  prompted  General  Gordon  to 
carry  no  weapon  but  a  cane  when  lead¬ 
ing  the  Imperial  troops  during  the  Tal- 
ping  struggle.  How  he  came  to  do  ro 
has  not,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  before 
been  told.  We  therefore  quote  Sir  Fred¬ 
erick  St.  John’s  explanation:— 

“When  acting  in  conjunction  wilh  the 
Chinese  general,  San-ko-lin-sin,  against 
either  Nankin  or  Foochow,  Gordon  re¬ 
ceived  a  message  from  the  rebel  lead¬ 
ers,  offering  submission  if  their  lives 
were  guaranteed.  Having  obtained  the 
consent  of  the  Chinese  commander,  ne 
agreed.  The  town  surrendered,  and  the 
three  rebel  chiefs  appeared  before  San- 
ko-lin-sin.  He  seeing  that  they  had  not 
shaved  their  heads  in  sign  of  submission 
had  them  decapitated  on  the  spot. 
Whereupon  exasperated  beyond  control 
by  such  treachery,  Gordon  armed  him¬ 
self  with  a  revolver,  and  was  hastening 
to  the  general’s  tent  with  the  intention 
or  chastising  him  in  the  most  summary 
manner  for  his  breach  of  faith,  when 
suddenly  he  paused,  and  coming,  on 
reflection,  to  the  conclusion  that  his 
contemplated  act  was  simple  murder,  he 
threw  nwoy  his  weapon  and  registered 
n  vow  that,  so  long  as  he  remained  in 
China,  he  would  never  again  carry  any 
weapon  more  formidable  than  a  cane.”

SUICIDE  ON  WEDDING  MORN. 

Scepticism  Drives  Last  of  a  Noble  Fam¬ 
ily  to  Grave. 

A  terrible  wedding  tragedy  took  place 
al  Naples,  Italy,  recently.  The  young 
Prince  Vincenzo  Pignatelli.  only  20  years 
of  age.  was  to  have  been  married  at  4 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  to  the  Countess 
Anna  Saluzzo. 

In  the  early  hours  of  the  morning  the 
Prince  rang  for  his  servant.  The  latter 
at  once  made  his  way  to  his  master’s 
room,  but  before  he  could  reach  it 
heurd  a  shot.  The  Prince  was  found 
lying  wounded  on  the  floor  near  the 
bed.  Me  tried  to  speak,  but  fell  back 
dead. 

On  a  table  by  the  bed  lay  a  volume  f 
poems,  open  ut  the  lines:  “Could  I  for¬ 
ever  rest  my  weary  heart  1  Gone  is  the 
last  delusion  which  1  cherished." 

The  Prince  left  two  letters,  the  first 
addressed  to  his  father  and  the  second 
to  his  betrothed.  To  his  father  he  sum¬ 
marized  his  objections  to  marriage,  und 
ended  with  the  words:  “I  return  to  the 
void  whence  I  cnifl£.” 

In  that  addressed  to  his  bride  he  be-! 
sought  her  pardon,  and  snid  that  scep¬ 
ticism  alone  compelled  him  to  suicide. 
The  Prince  und  his  father  were  the  last 
two  representatives  of  a  noble  house. 


PAYING  PROFESSION. 

The  finest  profession  in  the  world  from 
a  rnoney-making  point  of  view  is  the 
law  for  those  who  get  front  places,  as 
witness  the  case  of  the  Earl  of  Hals- 
bury,  who  resigns  the  Lord  High  Chan¬ 
cellorship  on  u  comfortable  pension  of 
$25,000  a  year.  For  five  years— 1875-80—  | 
he  was  Solicitor-General,  drawing  ajiout 
$45,000  per  annum  in  salary  and  fees, 
and  he  has  occupied  the  Woolsack,  with 
but  a  brief  intervnl,  for  seventeen 
years  at  a  solory  of  $50,000  per  annum,  j 
Up  to  the  present,  therefore,  he  has  re¬ 
ceived  for  his  services  to  the  State 
about  $075,000.  to  which  another  $25,- 
000  must  now  be  added  for  every  year 
that  he  survives.  The  Irish  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor,  Lord  Ashbourne,  whose  retire¬ 
ment  was  also  necessitated  by  Mr.  Bal¬ 
four’s  resignation,  has  received  from 
public  money  about  $725,000.  He  will 
now  have  to  rest  content  with  the  mo¬ 
dest  pension  of  $18,460  per  annum.

Somewhat  lurdy  in  making  its  appear¬ 
ance,  but  of  extreme  interest,  is  the  re¬ 
port  issued  of  the  census  of  the  British 
Umpire  tuken  in  1001. 

The  report  deals  not  only  with  the 
population,  but  also  includes  conditions 
c*  marriage,  occupations,  birth-places, 
religions,  degrees  of  education,  and  in¬ 
firmities. 

The  first  British  Empire  census  wus 
made  in  lsGl,  und  England  and  her  pos¬ 
sessions  then  comprised  8.500,000  square 
miles.  In  forty  yeurs  the  aggregate 
area  of  the  Empire  has  increased  by  40 
per  cent.,  and  in  19ol  amounted  to  11,- 
C08.378  square  miles,  or  rather  more  than 
cne-flfth  of  the  land  area  of  the  globe. 

THE  INCREASE  SHOWN. 

The  population  in  1861  was  about  259,- 
000.000.  In  1901.  exclusive  of  Northwest¬ 
ern  Rhodesia,  for  which  no  estimate 
could  be  obtained,  it  reached  400.000,- 
OoO.  Of  this  huge  totul  294,301,050  are 
contained  in  the  Indian  Empire,  incrcas- 
e<*  by  8  i,C00.000  people  since  1871. 

In  1861  the  population  of  the  United 
Kingdom  was  28.927,485;  in  1901  it  was 
recorded  as  41,458,721. 

Next  in  bulk  of  figure  comes  Canada. 
Five  years  ugo  her  population  was  5,* 
371.315:  4r»  year*  nrro  it  was  roughly  es¬ 
timated  at  3,199,418. 

Australia  increased  her  population  in 
45  years  from  1,208.641  to  3.836.154.  in 
one  instunco  only  has  the  population  of 
i.nv  British  possession  decreased.  In 
ls?i  the  population  of  Gambia  was  re¬ 
corded  as  14,190;  In  1901  it  had  shrunk 
to  13.456. 

DENSITY  OF  POPULATION. 

In  regard  to  average  densily  of  popu¬ 
lation.  there  arc  33.5  persons  to  the 
square  mile  throughout  the  British  Em¬ 
pire:  the  most  densely  populated  dis¬ 
tricts  ore  the  Isle  of  Mon  and  the  Chan¬ 
nel  Islands,  49G.3  to  the  square  mile;  the 
most  sparsely,  Australia,  with  1.3. 

Calcutta  is,  next  to  London,  the  most 
populous  city  of  the  Empire.  In  1710 
its  population  was  put  at  ten  or  twelve 
thousand:  five  years  ago  the  figure 
reached  848,000.

ELECTRICITY  FROM  THE  SKY. 

A  late  attempt  to  get  electric  power 
from  the  atmosphere  is  credited  to  M. 
Michkin,  a  Russian.  A  kite  was  sent 
up  from  a  mountain  near  Novo-Alexan* 
drin,  and  when  It  had  risen  a  little 
above  100  feet  sparks  began  lo  appear 
in  the  collecting  apparatus  at  the  rate 
of  every  three  to  five  seconds,  soon 
changing  to  a  continuous  stream.  A 
motor  was  then  driven  by  a  pressure  of 
22.000  volts  for  an  hour,  stopping  for  an 
interval  when  the  wind  fell.
